T he ride on a train in a Ju ly day, 
from Colorado Springs to Denver and 
th e n on to Boulder, a college tow n, is 
exceeding delightful. 
For over a h un­ 
dred miles, from Pike to Long’s Peak, 
th e highest range in th e Rockies, 
whose m ain pinnacles rise over 14,000 
fe e t above ocean level, is in constant 
view , unless veiled by clouds of m ist. 
T h eir snowy tops glisten a t internals 
in th e sunlight. 
You 
fasten your 
eyes upon th e ir sides and th eir shapes, 
an d study th e varying colors of green, 
purple and gray, w hich they present 
from th eir base to nearly th e ir sum ­ 
m its, as they glide slowly by in a 
m agnificent m anner. 
You 
are sur­ 
prised a t th e greatly increased acre­ 
age under irrig atio n along th e foot­ 
h ills aud in th e eastern slope, nearly 
th e whole distance. 
Rich pastures, 
luxurious m eadows of alfalfa, bounti­ 
fu l fields of grain, and patches of g ar­ 
den vegetables greet your vision. 
Cu­ 
rious rock form ations along th e first 
h a lf of the journey invite your a tte n ­ 
tion. 
At some points sandstone, now 
b rillia n t red and th en cream y 
vhite, 
h as been so tilted by th e upheaval of 
th e 
m ountains 
th a t 
its 
stra ta 
etan d 
alm ost 
vertical, 
and 
n early 
as 
high 
a t 
th e 
gatew ay 
to th e Garden of th e Gods, w here it 
vises over th ree huudred feet. In the 
valley 
to your le ft a mile aw ay is a 
lig h t grayish stone called the Mono- 
lieth , from its 
resem blance to 
an 
obelisk. 
Beyond on 
beth sides of 
th e track are ra tu ra l tow ers, castles 
a n d fortifications. 
A rem arkable one 
is a perfect archw ay in the w ilderness 
of the crooked rocks. 
F arth er on to 
jo u r rig h t, stands Casa Blanca, a 
w hite castellated sandstone a thous- 
fe e t long and tw o hundred high, sit­ 
u ated on a considerable em inence. 
Soon you 
reach a roundish tow er 
nam ed Castle Rock perched above you 
on aconical hill. 
Palm er Lake you 
have passed. 
I t is a m inature reser­ 
voir, artificially constructed and fed 
from a neighboring height by an iron 
pipe, w hien delivers th e w ater, spout­ 
in g in th e center and rprayed on th e 
surface by th e w ind, as in a large 
fountain or park. 
It is a t th e ex­ 
trem e divide betw een the A rkansas 
an d P la tte rivers into both of w hich 
it sends its supply 
through 
sm all 
rills running southw ard and north 
w ard. 
T he Charms o f Denver. 
We are alw ays pleased w ith Denver, 
I t has broad, w ell paved streets, sub­ 
sta n tia l business blocks, and elegant 
residences. 
It lies principally upon a 
tra c t of land intersected by stream s 
of w ater, and inclined slightly tow ard 
th e m ountains, w hich are in plain 
sig h t. 
T he in h ab itan ts im press you 
as strong relian t and energetic found­ 
ers and builders of a large-size city. 
T h e state capital on a terrace some­ 
w h a t back from the depot is approach­ 
in g com pletion. 
It is made of blueish 
g ray granite, and i 3 an im posing 
stru ctu re. 
The ground in front was 
being graded into a long and gentle 
Blope. 
In th e building, we had the 
pleasure of paying our inspects to 
M rs, Peavy, th e state superintendent 
of public iu stru stio a aud a sister of 
G overnor Upham of W isconsin. 
She 
w as educated a t Racine under the 
charge of Colonel Mc My nu, whom she 
rem em bers w ith g reat esteem; and she 
speaks of our state and its educational 
in stitu tio n s w ith th e fondest regard 
W e found her clerks to be women. 
8 he assured us th a t her departm ent 
h ad not yet m et w ith any question 
w hich it was unable to b ard ie. 
We found Boulder a brisk enterpris­ 
in g place of 5,000 people. 
I t is lo­ 
cated ju st where th e plains en ter a 
canyon, through w hich dows a large 
creek- supplying the city w ith pure 
xn cu jtain w ater, and the fields below 
w iin sufficient m oisture for excellent 
crops 
Some 
miles back n ear th e 
source of the stream , are go'd and sil­ 
ver mines, a few of which are now 
w orked. 
We m et here, 
Rev. 
S. R 
W heeler and other old students of 
Mi .ton college, also Rev. Mr. Cavern >, 
once a member of our assem bly from 
M ilw aukee, aud th e pastor afterw ard. 
of the C ongregational church a t Lake 
Mill*. 
We unexpectedly and mos* 
k in d ly were greeted here by Mrs. Jen ­ 
n ie W att Abd daughter. 
T he form er 
w as th e second child of M ajor F raser 
o f Milton, and th e wife of a P resby­ 
te ria n clergym an, now deceased. 
She 
h as been living in the tow n sever* 
spears. 
We retu rn to Colorado Springs and 


ta k e the cai a on the M idland railw ay 
for G rant Junction, and finally on th e 
Rio G rande W estern for S alt Lake 
City. 
T he tra in w inds around th e J 
I base of Pike’s Peak to th e north and 
up through th e pass in th e m idst of 
interesting scenery, and down into 
South P ark. 
On th e w ay a branch 
road tu rn s to th e celebrated m ining 
district cf Cripple Creek, but a short 
distance w est of th e Peak, and seen 
very 
distinctly 
from 
its 
top. 
The 
d istrict 
m easures 
about 
five 
miles 
no rth 
and 
south 
and 
th ree east and west. I t w as evidently 
once th e bed of a lake or a depression 
betw een g ran ite hills, six in num ber. 
E ruptions 
followed, carrying 
first 
breccia from these hills, each having 
a separate vein of gold and partially 
filling th e depiession. 
A fterw ards 
fissures w ere form ed in th is deposit, 
and dikes of breccia and porphyry 
appear under in it. 
In th is w ay the 
gold was alm ost entirely buried be­ 
neath a thick bed, the rock of which 
w as declared to be unlike any gold 
bearing found elsew here. 
T his may 
account for th e fact, th a t its rich ore 
has rem ained u n til recently undiscov­ 
ered,

grandly rew arded. 
T hree years ago 
he was in alm ost d estitu te circum ­ 
stances. 
He staked his claim s and be­ 
gan to develop them : 
few days 
since he refused $3,000 OOO for ten 
acres of his property here, only a 
sm all share of it. 
In a very recent 
deal over a m illion was paid for an in ­ 
terest in some valuable mines. T here 
are said to be now a t least one hun­ 
dred of these w hich ship ore to sm elt­ 
ers and above one th ird m ore which 
m ill th eir ore on th e spot. 
I t is re­ 
ported th a t over $7,0 0 0 ,0 0 0 of gold 
was yielded last year by the mines. 
Footprints of A nother A ge. 
Ju st as we descend to the entrance 
of South Park, we stop a t an in te re st­ 
ing locality called Florissant. 
Here 
are deposits of slate rock of the T er­ 
nary period anc in beds of the rock are 
found num erous im pressions 
of the 
fishes and insects of the age. 
A bird 
and large butterflies are included in 
the list. 
A bout tw o m iles south of 
th e village is the silicious form ation 
of th e stum p of a redwood tree, fo rty ­ 
five feet in circum ference and so hard 
th a t it has resisted th e action of large 
steel 
saws 
to 
cut 
cut 
five 
or 
six 
feet 
into 
its 
top 
South P ark in m any places is nearly 
as level as Rock Prairie. 
T ributaries 
of the P latte 
river w hich 
rises 
here, were in some places very muddy, 
show ing th a t 
parties were sluicing 
their beds for gold in th e m ountains 
w hich border the p ark on th e south 
and w est. 
On our left, as we em erge into th e 
up£er valley of th e A rkansas, a high 
ledge of rocks is pointed out to us a t 
th e m outh of T ro u t Creek canyon, as 
the place on w hich Bier&tadt, the 
American landscape painter, sketched 
his celebrated canvas called “ The 
H aert of the Rockies,” T he central 
p art of th e painting em braces the 
w idening of th e valley, w here th e 
beautiful tow n, B uena Viatp, is now 
situated; aad the 
heights beyond, 
called th e three Collegiate m ountains, 
are clothed w ith evergreen trees on 
th eir sides and perpetual snow a t their 
sum m its, all seen through a dense 
purple haze. 
On seeing this m agnifi­ 
cent work, soon afte r it was com plet­ 
ed, about a score and a h alf years 
ago, we w ere g reatly awed by the 
sublim ity of the scene. 
We rem ain a t Leadville long enough 
to g et sight of California Gulch, w here 
m illions of gold were w ashed out of the 
saud aud gravel som etim e before sil­ 
ver was found here, and to traverse 
some of the principal streets of th e 
city. 
Evidently business has declined 
here s:cce th e depreciation in the 
value of the w hite m etal. 
Only a few 
of th e old m ines are worked a t the 
present time. 
B ut Paul has been 
benefitted, w hile P eter may have been 
robbed. 
A system atic search has been 
made for th e deposite of gold in veins, 
evidently existing in places in this 
region and for years totally neglected,!

A man with a weak heart or a 
weak system should be as chary of 
hard exercise with his hands or arms 
as with his legs. Men have died of 
exertion in walking, in swimming, in 
blimbing, in dancing, in singing, in eat­ 
ing. Nobody would caution us against 
these practices because one person in a 
couple of million had found them fatal. 
There is an ever-present temptation in 
wheeling to overdo. 
The delight of 
skimming over a good road is so keen 
that the traveler goes further than he 
intended at the outset. He gives no 
thought to distance, he hears the birds 
in the trees and tinkle of brooks across 
the stones, he inhales the fragrance cf 
clover and honeysuckle and new-mown 
hay, he bares his brow to the breeze 
that is made by the progress of his ma­ 
chine, and he finds a joy in the smooth, 
easy, graceful 
motion of the wheel. 
Presently he discovers that he is fif­ 
teen, twenty, thirty miles from home, 
and that his dinner will be ready in 
two hours. 
Then, with muscles al­ 
ready strained and the best of the ride 
over, he puts about and labors at a 
speed he is not disposed for, something 
of worry being added to the work, and 
arrives home in a fagged condition.
